Tue establishment of an iaincariensital rural Parcels 
Post system in two counties to be selected by the 
Postmaster General, is authorized by a provision in the 
Postoffice Appropriation Bill reported to the Senate at 
Washington, D. C., on February 17. The fixing of 
rates is to be prescribed by the Postmaster General, 
who will report the result of the experiment to Con- 
gress by January 1 next. Before the Senate commit- 
tce Postmaster General Meyer asserted that a rural 
Parcels Post system Would yield at least $16,000,000 
annual revenue, but he fails to say how much money 
will have to be expended to maintain a government 
express business. This country does not want to ex- 
periment with any Parcels Post scheme. 








Consul.-GrneraL Henry W. Diepericn, of Ant- 
werp, finds that there are many indications showing 
that the wave 6f business depression which has swept 
also over Europe during the past fifteen months is sub- 
siding, and that a brighter future may be looked for 
this year, Mr. Diederich writes: 

“One of the most encouraging signs is the fact that 
the quotations in the leading markets of Europe make 
it clearly apparent that the prices for a number of the 
most important raw materials have again recovered 
much of the lost ground and are almost as high as they 
formerly were in the days of prosperity, indicating a 
return of confidence and a gradual but steady renewal 
of business activity.” 








A BILL introduced into the Wisconsin Legislature 
would change the statute relating to the liability of 
members of druggists and hardware dealers’ Mutual 
Insurance Companies, so that the liability assumed in 
the policy by subscribers would not be less than one or 
more than five annual premiums instead of not less 
‘han three nor more than five. An amendment to the 
iw relating to the cancellation of policies in Mutual 
surance Companies is proposed. The amendment 
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to each section is the same, and reads as follows: “No 
policy of insurance shall be cancelled by the board of 
directors, unless good and sufficient reason is given in 
writing to the policyholder. No reason other than one 
pertaining to the risks, as to location, being extra- 
hazardous or because of misrepresentation or non-pay- 
ment of premiums by the insured at the time the risk 
was taken shall be deemed sufficient. If any member 
is expelled for any other reason than above mentioned, 
he shall upon giving written notification of such ex 
pulsion to the Insurance Commissioner be immediately 
reinstated by order of the Insurance Commissioner.” 








MANY members of the National Good Roads Asso- 
ciation met in Chicago on February 12 to attend the 
Illinois State Good Roads Convention, which was 
held at the Auditorium Hotel. The object:of the con 
vention was to hasten practical legislation in Illinois 
for the construction and maintenance of permanent 
public roads and’streets. The state highway engineer 
and other experts outlined plans for the permanent 
improvement of roads and streets. The National 
Good Roads Congress, chartered under the laws of 
Illinois, with which there are associated the governors 
of forty states and the mayors of more than one hun- 
dred cities, and the National Good Roads Association 
believe: That state and county bonds should be author 
ized for the construction of good roads; in the em 
ployment of convict labor on public roads; in national 
aid, for the construction and maintenance of post 
roads; that an adequate system of permanent public 
toads is a public necessity, the development of which 
would give employment to all unemployed, and benefit 
all classes and conditions of people. It is a matter of 
tremendous import that in the United States, bad 
roads are directly responsible for the loss of over a 
billion dollars a year. The saving of this stupendous 
sum constitutes an economic question of vast impor- 


tance. 


Tuere is no phase of retail merchandising that 
play's such an important part in the success of a busi- 
Window "ess as that of window dressing. News- 
Dressing as a paper advertising, of course, is good, but 
Business its value is increased many fold when it 
Factor. is backed up with clever and attractive 
window displays.

Good impressions are made 
upon the mind of the individual who reads a snappy 
advertisement, but still better impressions are made 
when the prospective buyer actually sees the goods in 
the windows as he or she is passing along the street. 
You may fill up your newspaper advertisements with 
the finest illustrations of your wares procurable, but 
if you do not exhibit these goods 
and arrange them so that they will attract attention, 
you will be robbing yourself of hundreds or thousands 
of dollars in the course of a year. There is nothing 
like a clever window display for drawing trade, and 
besides, the use of your windows costs you nothing. 
They are right there, twenty-four hours a day and 
seven days a week 
Time was when the hardware merchant did not pay 


your windows 
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much attention to his windows. He was content with 
dumping a lot of his goods into them without regard 
to arrangement or order, and allowing them te remain 
there for weeks or months at a time until they became 
so laden with dust and dirt that through sheer disgust 
he was compelled to remove them. In those days he 
never for a moment took into consideration the fact 
that a window display without any life to it and be- 


grimed with dust injured his business rather than, 


helped it. You may occasionally perhaps come into 
contact with a hardware merchant today who will say 
that the way they did things twenty-five or thirty 
years ago is good enough for him now, but if you do, 
you may depend upon it that he is the one who is con- 
tinually complaining about business being dull. No 
up-to-date merchant would even think of making such 
a delusive assertion. Luckily for the retail hardware 
trade things are not as they used to be in this connec- 
tion. The average hardware merchant’s windows are 
today as attractively dressed as those of any up-to- 
date general store. This has been brought about by 
the immense value that is placed upon show windows 
as business getters. The public have been educated to 
look for cheerful and attractive window displays and 
this education is being improved and increased every 
year. The hardware dealer who has good red blood 
in his system would as soon think of taking down his 
sign as fail to give due attention to his show windows. 


An excellent opportunity is now afforded hardware 
men in all parts of the country to become more pro- 
ficient in the important science of window dressing.

THE question of dating catalogues, especially those 
containing price-lists, is one which is now receiving 
not a little attention among the trade. 


Dating : 
Catalogues By far the greater proportion of cata- 
and logues that are issued by manufacturers 


Price-Lists. 24 jobbers bear no date, and the buyer 
is thus called upon to use his guessing ability in order 
to determine whether or not a catalogue that he may 
have in his possession is a comparatively new or a 
comparatively old one. It is thus possible for a pur- 
chaser to order an article or commodity from such a 
catalogue which may no longer be manufactured, or 
which may have undergone certain changes in de- 
sign or structure that would make it appear to be 
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something entirely different from that described or 


listed in the catalogue. Granted that the article at 
the time that the buyer consults his catalogue is 
identically the same as that listed, it is not at all im- 
probable that the price has been changed. It is thus 
apparent that a mistake is liable to be made by the 
seller as well as the buyer. Were the year in which 
the catalogue was issued plainly given, it would be 
possible to avoid such an error. 

There is, however, another side to the question. 
There are numerous concerns which do not find it 
necessary to issue a catalogue every year. The goods 
that they are now marketing may be exactly the same 
as those which they have been manufacturing or sell- 
ing for some years back. In this instance the dating of 
a catalogue might not be judicious, for the buyer 
might be led to believe that a catalogue bearing the 
date, say of 1906, was out of date, while in reality 
it would not be. In the case of a firm making a prac- 
tice of issuing a catalogue every year or half-year, it 
would appear that it would be advisable to give the 
date of issue, else the buyer might inadvertently make 
his purchase from an older catalogue. When a price- 
list is sent out it would seem to be the correct thing 
to state the date of issue. The question of dating cat- 
alogues, however, is a broad one and arguments pro 
et con can alike be advanced. , 








THE Washington correspondent of a Chicago news- 
paper says that it is a peculiar fact, and rather sur- 
shih Ota prising, that Congress has passed no 
No Law general law fixing a standard of weights 
of Weights. 20d measures. No doubt of its power to 
do this exists, but it has contented itself 
with adopting the British troy pound as the standard 
for the regulation of the coinage, and let it go at that. 
For the use of the customs service the Treasury De- 
partment has made certain regulations relative. to 
weight and measure, but aside from this action the 
government has done nothing authoritatively to com- 
pel the acceptance of a uniform standard. A bushel 
of apples weighs fifty pounds in Arkansas, forty-eight 
pounds in four other states and only forty-four pounds 
in Maine. Broomcorn seed runs from thirty pounds to 
the bushel in Iowa to fifty-seven pounds in Minnesota. 
The legal standard for a bushel of coal is eighty 
pounds, but Pennsylvania permits seventy-five and 
Kentucky seventy-six. 

The so-called “quart” of most wines and liquors is 
only a fifth of a gallon instead of a quarter. The 
“pound” of coffee in practice is often a few ounces 
short. Hundreds of cases of canned corn have been 
condemned by government agents under the pure food 
law because they were labeled “two pounds” to a can 
and were found to contain only one pound, five and 
three-quarter ounces. 

While congressional opinion inclines to the belief 
that the metric system of weights and measures wil! 
inevitably be adopted by the United States in time, it 
is recognized also that the general public is not yet 
educated to the point of demanding or even appreciat- 
ing it. The plan has been proposed in many bills be- 
fore Congress, but the opposition of manufacturers t: 
the change has been so great that Congress has not 
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yet gained the courage to favor a bill making it com- 
pulsory. In Germany, where the system was pre- 
scribed by the government, two years were allowed be- 
fore the act became operative, and it is said that the 
change was made with little attendant inconvenience 
or expense. ; 

The present plan goes no further than to suggest 
the enactment of a bill giving the Bureau of Stand- 
ards the authority to approve or reject weighing or 
measuring devices which do not conform to a stand- 
ard established by the act. The institution of some 
such system as this would give a starting point from 
which, with the co-operation of state legislatures, a 
uniform system gradually could be worked out. It is 
badly needed. 


RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

The individual who wrote that advertisement for 
the Stove and Range Co. of Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., which appeared in THe AMERICAN ARTISAN of 
February 13, certainly has the right idea about pre- 
paring advertisements of the “pulling” kind, if I know 
anything at all about ad writing. He started off in 
this manner: “Our Stoves Are Among the Hardware 
Man’s Best Profit Makers.” A cut was shown of the 
company’s “Classic Cinderella” stove, which, he said, 
“retails readily at a profit of $10.00.” There is noth- 
ing strikingly singular or unique about the latter as- 
sertion, though it’ must be admitted that it is suffi- 
ciently interesting to engage the attention of the stove 
dealer. The strength of the advertisement, however, 
lies in the demonstration that the ad man of the Stove 
and Range Co. of Pittsburgh gave of the profit there is 
in “stoves and the things that go with them.” At first 
thought it might not appear that $10.00 would be an 
extra large profit to make on a stove, but our friend 
from Pittsburgh proved conclusively that it is not to 
be sneezed at. Here is the striking way he did it: 
“You sell 40 bbls. of Cement te make $10.00; 1%4 to 
2% tons of Bar Iran to make $10.00; 2 to 4 tons of 
Binder Twine to make $10.00; 3 to 4 tons of Nails to 
make $10.00; I to 2 tons of White Lead to make 
$10.00; 2 to 3 bbls. of Linseed Oil to make $10.00; 100 
to 200 kegs of Horseshoes. to make $10.00; 10 to 15 
dozen of Common Door Locks to make $10.00; 4 to 5 
dozen Common Shovels to make $10.00, and so on 
‘down the line.’” If you can beat this for logic and 
sound argument in an advertisement, you’ve got to 
“go some.” The foregoing comparative statement, it 
seems to me, ought to be sufficient to start a rejuvena- 
tion of the stove trade right off the reel. I’ll wager 
everything I possess that the Stove and Range Co. of 
Pittsburgh will get all Kinds of returns from the ad to 
which I have reference. It is the kind that “brings 
home the bacon.” 

x * * 

Every once in a while you run against a man who 
says, “I don’t know what the trouble is, but I don’t 
seem to be getting returns from my advertising!’ 
Only a few weeks ago a Chicago business man sprung 
this same story upon me. He happened to be an old- 
(ime acquaintance of mine and his statement sort of 
«roused my curiosity. I thereupon began to ply him 
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with questions of one kind or another, all having ref- 
erence to his system of advertising, and I soon discov- 
ered that he was on the wrong track altogether. I 
asked him what mediums he was using, how long he 
had used them, and a number of other questions upon 
the subject. I started out to investigate the matter 
and I finally found out why his advertising did not 
pay. These are the conclusions that I arrived at after 
scrutinizing several of his advertisements : 

He had adopted a policy of running down his com- 
petitors. He did not make his advertisements inter- 
esting, attractive or convincing. He was conscious of 
the superiority of what he had to sell, but he did not 
know how to bring it to the attention of others ef- 
fectively. He did not know how to write an adver- 
tisement that would “pull.” He did not know that a 
brief, graphic description, in a few short pungent, tell- 
ing sentences that will attract and hold the attention, 
is more effective than a whole page of fine print, writ- 
ten in a loose;jointéd, haphazard way. His advertis- 
ing was desultory, and he did not follow up his ads 
until he created an impression upon buyers of his line. 
These are some of the reasons why his advertising did 
not pay. There may be others, but I think you will 
agree with me that those I have cited are enough to 
tell the tale. The advice that I would give an adver- 
tiser would simply be this: First of all, select the right 
medium ; use sufficient space to tell your story as it 
should be told ; tell it in a concise way without wasting 
words ; change your copy frequently, but don’t change 
your mind and stop advertising when you are swamped 
with orders; don’t slow down when you are not 
swamped with orders; stick.

While hunting in the vicinity of Ute Pass, above

PROPER VENTILATION HEALTHFUL AND 
PROFITABLE. 





‘The forty-fifth “talk” of the Department of Health 
of Chicago deals convincingly with the importance of 
air supply in work-places as follows: 

“Air that is filled with dust particles is dangerous. 
In machine shops, metal-polishing rooms, type foun- 
dries, brass works, etc., there is much dust made that 
is. very injurious to those exposed and who inhale it 
into the lungs and air passages. Investigations made 
in eastern industrial institutions disclose some interest- 
ing facts, as showing the effects of a dust-laden at- 
mosphere upon those compelled to work in poorly 
véntilated shops and where no protective devices are 
employed. | 

“Out of twenty-four establishments visited it was 
found that in those places where the air was filled with 
dust the employes were pale and sickly in appearance 
and all complained of the irritating effects of the dust 
which they were compelled to breathe. In other 
places where the conditions were model as to light, 
ventilation and general sanitation, the employes were 
in good health and able to turn out more work per 
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person than in the places where conditions were bai. 

“This means that with no increased cost as to wages 
paid, the employer who spends money to provide sani- 
tary conditions for his help is increasing his output. 
In other words, without adding to his pay-roll he is 
able to turn out more finished material than he would 
with the same number of employes working under bad 
conditions as to light, air and general cleanliness. 

“Now, we have said this much to bring out, the fact 
that it pays in dollars and cents to previde clean, light 
and well-ventilated work places. 

“Overcrowding is another crying evil in many 
work-places, for the reason that it always means that 
the employes will be compelled to breathe bad air, and 
this means loss of efficiency in work performed, loss 
of time through illness and enforced absence. So it is 
clear that overcrowding does not pay. In fact, noth- 
ing pays that tends to injure the health of the em- 
ployes. And this is looking at the matter from purely 
the standpoint of economy. 

“No workman can do as much work nor as good in 
quality on foul air as he can when supplied with good 
air. If this is true, and it will not be questioned, what 
is the answer? The answer is this: 

“See to it that your employes are provided with 
clean, well-ventilated work-rooms. See to it, too, that 
the rooms are not overcrowded. Also, if your busi- 
ness is one of the dust-producing trades, don’t be- 
grudge the money to adopt devices that will protect 
your employes and give them a better, cleaner atmos- 
phere to work in, 

“Health is wealth and time is money; and good 
sanitary surroundings for work-people mean more 
health for them and more money for both employers 
and employes.” 


ESTIMATING AIR SPACE FOR HEATING. 








The problem of furnace heating and ventilating is 
a fascinating study, and the more we indulge in this 
study the more interesting it becomes. 

The basic or underlying principle that governs the 
experienced furnace man is a striet adherence to the 
rules entering into the problem, and if his conclusions 
are reached by those rules on a logical basis, instead 
of the use of “thumb rules,” failure and condemna- 
tion will be replaced by success and commendation, 
and the agreeable outcome of success and commenda- 
tion is increased business and larger profits. 

One of the first rules a furnace man should learn is 
that of determining the amount of cubic feet of air 
space to be heated, and in this calculation it is neces- 
sary to take into consideration the relation of exposed 
walls and exposed glass surface to the room or build- 
ing to be heated. Some consideration, too, must be 
given to the relation of an adjoining unoccupied prop- 
erty, the loss of heat by transmission in this part) 
wall must be overcome by a proportionate allowance 
in the total equivalent cubic feet or in the capacity of 
the furnace, for extra firing when that -feature > 
comes necessary. ; 

A simple rule for determining the equivalent cubic 
feet is, to the cubic feet in each room add for wall 
and. glass exposure as follows (one-tenth of each 
square foot of wall exposure being equal in cooling 
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etiect to seventy-five cubic feet, and one square foot of 
glass exposure being equal to cooling effect to sev- 
enty-five cubic feet.) 

First, obtain the cubic feet by multiplying the length 
by the width of the room and by multiplying this re- 
sult by the clear height of the ceiling. 

Then multiply 10 per cent of the net wall exposure 
by 75, and add this amount to the total. 

Then multiply the glass exposure by 75 and add 
this amount to the total cubic feet, and the cubic feet, 
the multiplied ro per cent of the net wall exposure and 
the multiplied glass exposure will constitue what may 
be called equivalent cubic feet ; that is to say, the total 
will be equal to the cubic feet to be considered in de- 
termining the size of the furnace, the size of the 
warm-air pipes and the size of the registers that will 
be required to heat the house.

Who would sell the passer-by, 
First must plan to catch his eye. 
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HOW ADVERTISING REDUCED THE COST OF 
SELLING.

A small department store in a Connecticut town se- 
cured the agency for the “Richmond” range, placing 
it in direct and very active competition with a range 
well liked and much better known, handled by a 
local concern. The “Richmond” range had been given 
some general publicity by the manufacturer, but not 
in a way to make any very deep impression on pros- 
pects in that locality; which, also, was true of the 
competing product. 

But the Richmond dealer was an aggressive adver- 
tiser, while his competitor was not, and he began im- 
mediately a campaign of education that rather side- 
tracked his other lines for a while, but which paid 
big dividends on his investment in time and space. 

In his enthusiasm he went way to the bottom of 
the whole thing and dug up selling points which I be- 
lieve were unknown or unappreciated by the manufac- 
turer himself. He simply dismembered that range and 
laid it bare to a critical and more or less unsympa- 
thetic public. He ladled out intelligent salesman’s 
talk in a wholesale way, and thereby avoided a great 
part of the costly retailing of such talk in the store. 

The housewife was told in understandable English 
just what she could and would expect from that brand 
of ranges. She was told that if the range didn’t make 
good on every count, she need only say so, and if 
it couldn't be made to behave under her own manage- 
ment after a little assistance from the store, it would 
be taken back without further argument and the full 
purchase price refunded. 

When the Richmond range was first stocked, a 
sale was rarely made at a cost of less than an hour 
of a salesman’s time, and sometimes parts of several 
days were required to bring the prospect to the buy- 
ing point. But gradually, as the advertising spread, 
took hold and sunk in, a change was noted. Sales- 
men who from force of habit began the usual tedious, 
time-consuming explanations, were told, “Oh, you 
needn’t mind about that, I know all about the ‘Rich- 
mond’ range, and am going to buy one; I only want 
you to help me decide about the size I ought to have,” 
and instead of an hour or more, it was merely a mat- 
ter of minutes—sometimes not more than ten or fif- 
teen minutes—to close the sale. 

The advertising had practically sold the range, had 
at least performed the most expensive part of the 
selling. It had attracted attention to the range, awak- 
ened interest in it, created a desire for it, and prac- 
tically brought the customer to the store with the de- 
termination to buy. It remained only for the sales- 
man _ to assist in the selection of the size and type best 
suited to the buyer’s requirements, arrange the terms 
and details of delivery and take the order. 

These, it seems to me, are the true functions of 
advertising and salesmanship, each doing its own work 
—the work which the other cannot do efficiently or 
economically ; and if good advertising can be made to 
do such sales work for a range, right up to the point 
of “closing,” why not for anything else? It can and 
it does.—Selling Magazine. 
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RECTANGULAR TO ROUND ELBOW. 








To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

The accompanying drawings, together with this ex- 
planation of them, are tendered as an answer to the 
request of R. H. Bingham & Sons of Sleepy Eye, 
Minn., appearing in the December 12, 1908, issue of 
THe AMERICAN ARTISAN, the problem being to de- 
velop the pattern for a right-angled elbow, one end of 
which is a rectangle 12x48 inches and the other end 
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the polygon drawn around it as is usually done in 
elbows made of a number of pieces. The line L A is a 
continuation of a line drawn from the center through 
L, and from L to A is 48 inches. The line G F is 
a continuation of a line drawn from center through 
G to F, being at right angles to L A, and the distance 
G to F is 534 inches. For the back outline of the e!- 
bow a quarter of an ellipse has been used, which has 
been omitted in Fig. 1, but a smaller size of the outline 
of the elbow is shown in Fig. 6, which shows this 
quarter ellipse. The outline is then spaced in the same 
manner as an ordinary pieced elbow and miter lines 
drawn from corresponding points in the polygon (at 
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Drawings of Elbow Rectangular to Round. 


a circle 534 inches in diameter, the 12-inch measure- 
ments of the rectangle being in the throat and back or 
heel of the elbow, the elbow to be made in five pieces. 
Their sketch not even approximates such a descrip- 
tion, so that various shapes, all answering such speci- 
fications, could be used. In this case a shape has been 
selected in which the throat of the elbow is the arc of 
a quadrant or quarter circle, and it necessarily fol- 
lows that the rest of the elbow must be constructed 
with regard to this arc to fulfill the requirements of 
the specifications, In Fig. 1 it will be seen that the 
throat is described from a center, the arc spaced and 





the throat) through points just located in the quarter 
ellipse. Lines are then drawn around the quarter 
ellipse from miter line to miter line: Some slight 
change may be still further made so that the angle at 
A would join a straight pipe and the angle at 7 
would be nearly the same, also making E F paralle! 
to A L. 

As it is a self-evident fact that in any piece of shee! 
metal work which is rectangular to round or square 
to round the tapering curved surfaces are always onc 
fourth parts of scalene or oblique cones, and thes¢ 
curved surfaces, being points at one end and qua’ 
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rants at the other, can be equally as well applied in 
this elbow rectangular to round. We further know 
that any scalene cone cut parallel to its base always 


produces a true circle in its section, regardless from. 


what point the cut begins or what position the cone 
may occupy. 

The problem then resolves itself into dn elbow 
made of four quarters of scalene cones, each quarter 
being taken from a different cone, as could be possible, 
also stated, as right and left cones, and the spaces be- 
tween the quarter cones filled with flat surfaces. On 
a straight line as A to F in Fig. 3, set off the stretch- 
out of the outline of the elbow A to B, B to C, etc., 
erecting perpendiculars indefinitely from these points. 
As the right and left halves of the elbow in plan are 
similar, only one half will be used in the stretchout. 
Make line A P equal to one-half of the short measure- 
ment of the rectangle and line F R equal to the semi- 
diameter of the circular end. Below F in line with 
A F describe the circle representing profile, which 
space into equal spaces, projecting the points of the 
quarter circle to line F R, and draw lines from these 
points to point P. Also from these points in quarter 
circle draw lines to M which is directly under P. We 
then have a half-stretchout of the back of the elbow 
composed of one-quarter of a scalene cone and a tri- 
angular flat piece with the lines B, C, D and E repre- 
senting miter lines, and any section cut on these miter 
lines in the curved part would be a true quarter circle. 
At first glance all that would be necessary to form 
this stretchout into a back of the elbow would be to 
cut or notch out enough from the curved part to per- 
mit the stretchout to be bent into the required shape. 
But when this is done we find the parts wili not miter 
because it being a tapering surface a portion cut out 
would leave one part smaller than the next one with 
which it should miter. Therefore, a change of profile 
must be made, not in width of plan, but in elevation at 
one end of each part to effect a miter. 


This necessarily slightly changes the shape of one 
end of each curved part in each piece of the elbow. 
In Fig. 1 place profile of the circular end same size, 
and spaced as in Fig. 3. Project these points to line 
F G. From stretchout in Fig. 3 with its plan it will 
be seen that a section cut parallel to the plan is also a 
section at right angles to the outline of the elevation 
in Fig. 1, Therefore place at right angles to A B at 
B, B C at C, etc., the same sized sections as are found 
at the same letters in the stretchout of Fig. 3 or its 
plan. It is better to place these sections at right angles 
to that part of the outline which makes an obtuse angle 
with its miter line. Space these sections the same as 
those sections from which they were taken, and draw 
lines from the points parallel to the_outline intersect- 
ing line at right angles from B, C, D, etc. 

Beginning at A draw lines from A through the 
intersections on lines at right angles to the outline, not 
through points on the quarter circle, till they intersect 
miter line B K. From these points or intersections 
on B K draw lines through intersections on line at 
right angles to outline, not through points on quar- 
ter circle, till they intersect miter line C J. Continue 
doing so till line A G is reached, always remembering 
to avoid the points in the quarter circles, but to draw 
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through points on the line at right angles to the sev- 
eral parts of outline, the points in each quarter circle 
having been projected to these lines as given above. 

The throat of the elbow is developed in the same 
manner, the drawings fitting the above explanation if 
corresponding points be observed, with the one ex- 
ception that the start is made at the circular end in- 
stead of the rectangular end. We then have the side 
of the elbow in elevation. At Y is shown a dotted 
section of the modified shape of the curved part at that 
point. Ordinarily, this slight change in shape would - 
not be noticed or be of sufficient importance to be 
considered. But if it were necessary that the curved 
parts on each side of the miter lines should have prac- 
tically the same shape, or rather that the taper be uni- 
form throughout, it would be necessary to bisect each 
atigle of the outline of the entire elbow, in which case 
the miter line D J would appear approximately like 
the heavy dot and dash line D to J. This would pro- 
duce an elbow whose pieces would be difficult to put 
together. 

It is now necessary to draw a plan of the elbow in 
order to obtain the various widths. Projected from 
A and L, draw the 12x48-inch rectangle (Fig 2). 
Draw center line indefinitely. At right angles to cen- 
ter line draw line G F projected from G F of Fig. 1. 
On center line describe profile and space same as in 
Fig. 3, projecting points to line F G. As each miter 
line in plan whether in the back or throat is found by 
the same method, only that of D will be explained. 
In Fig. 3 we have the width of one-half of D, and the 
quarter circle when seen in its elevation parallel to the 
plan, is seen only as a straight line. In Fig. 1 the part 
D C is at an angle to D E. In looking at the quarter 
circle toward the plan we can see a fore-shortened 
view of its surface, whose projections must also ap- 
pear in the plan and then be fixed points. — 

Project the points of intersections on line D n to the 
plan by lines drawn indefinitely. Set off on each side 
of the center line on the line drawn from D in Fig. 1 
the length that D in Fig. 3 shows a flat surface, as r 
and ¢ in Fig. 2. From r and ¢ draw parallel lines to 
center line, as r v and ¢ w indefinitely. From these 
lines now set off on lines projected indefinitely from 
D n the same distances found in the quarter circle 
D m n, respectively. Connect these points, which are 
shown as dotted quarter ellipses, producing the’ plan 
of the section of the elbow cut through D to n in Fig. 
1. Do this with each angle, both back and throat of 
elbow. This quarter ellipse in plan is more plainly 
shown at X and X, the section at £ in Fig. 1 being al- 
most a vertical line. 

Beginning at the point, in Fig. 2, in the tapering 
part, draw lines from this point through the points 
projected from the sections in Fig. 1, or through the 
points in the dotted quarter ellipses till they intersect 
lines projected from the miter line B K in elevation. 
From the points of intersections on this miter line in 
plan draw lines through points of the dotted ellipses 
projected from C in elevation, till they intersect lines 
from the miter line C J. Continue doing so through- 
out the rest of the elbow, including the throat, which 
remember to start from the quarter circle instead of 
the point. Connect corresponding points in plan of 
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the throat and back of elbow. We now have the 
widths of the different parts of the elbow from which 
half sections on the miter line can be drawn. 

Parallel.to C J in Fig, 1 draw C’ J’ of the half sec- 
tion. At right angles to C J project the several points 
on the miter line C J to C’ J’ of half-section, drawing 
lines indefinitely. From C’ J’ set off the respective 
widths taken from plan at C and J. Connect the points 
thus obtained, producing the half-section on C J of 
Fig. 1. The rest of the half-sections are drawn in the 
same manner. r 

Having all the half-sections, the patterns can now be 
developed. Place duplicate of piece //. in elevation as 
shown in Fig. 4. Place half-section D J and E H in 
their proper position. Number the points.and connect 
those points with solid and dotted lines. Erect dia- 
grams of solid and dotted line half-sections, after 
which proceed to develop pattern as shown, in the 
usual manner for triangulation, the balance of the 
pieces to be treated in the same manner. 

This elbow as it now is developed will have a slight 
twist in each flat part of the sides. However, if con- 
cave or convex bends be made it will remove the twist. 
If the pattern be developed with the dotted lines 
drawn from A to K in piece V and the bend made on 
this dotted line, it will result in a concave bend or 
valley. If drawn from C to K as in piece IV it will 
result in a convex bend or hip, such a pattern having 
been developed from Fig. 4. If absolutely flat sides 
are wanted it will be at the expense of the gradual 
taper of the present elbow. It can be accomplished 
by having all miter lines parallel to line A L of Fig. 1, 
resulting in a very uneven elbbw, as making an elbow 
having an irregular tapering throat, more nearly ap- 
proaching a shape in the stretchout like the approxi- 
mation in .Fig. 7, instead of a regular even taper of 
stretchout of throat of elbow in Fig. 3. 

To draw that kind of an elbow is another problem. 
As it now stands the elbow has a gradual taper 
throughout from rectangle to round, with slightly 
twisted sides. To sacrifice this even taper for flat sides 
will result in an ungainly throat. The two are inter- 
dependent on each other. The plan’might be omitted 
and the curved part of the half-sections approximated. 


It must be remembered that this is a very irregular © 


object and necessarily demands a great deal of labor 
to develop its patterns. In practical work it probably 
would pay, depending on what you get for your work, 
to make up the elbow tapering with angular corners 
like it shows in Fig. 6 to the dotted line, and then 
from this dotted line put a rectangle to round to finish 
to the circular end. The remarks on the twisted sides 
made above will also apply in this case. And neces- 
sarily, the rectangle to round from the dotted lines 
would lose its true rectangular profile.

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ROOFING MATERIAL IN THE ORIENT. 





Relative to sales of roofing material in China, Con- 
sul-General Charles Denby, of Shanghai, replies as 
follows to an inquiry received from a firm in this 
country : 

“At present the importation of roofing materials at 
Shanghai is not large, but exact figures cannot be 
given, as this item is not separately reported by the 
imperial maritime customs. It is quite probable that 
with the growth of the manufacturing industry in 
China, the erection of railroad shops and stations for 
lines gradually being pushed to completion, and the 
building of warehouses in the districts opened up by 
such lines there will be a greatly increased demand. 
A great impetus has been given to this movement with- 
in-the past few years. 

“The Chinese use a brick tile, very cheap and quite 
satisfactory, for their houses. Better grades of the 
tile are also used extensively on foreign houses here. 
Tin roofs, and also patent roofs, are used on the ware- 
houses, factories, railroad shops, and also on many 
foreign residences. Several of the American and for- 
eign roofing companies are represented in this market. 
There are also concrete tile plants in operation here, 
doing a fair business. Direct correspondence with 
some of the importing houses having head offices in 
Shanghai would likely result in securing representa- 
tion here.” 





Replying to requests from American firms for in- 
formation as to the possibility of selling roofing mate- 
rials in Japan, Consul John H. Snodgrass, of Kobe, 
writes : 

“The demand for foreign roofing is not sufficient to 
warrant any great expenditure in the attempt to intro- 
duce material from abroad. Tarred paper is becoming 
quite popular with Japanese builders, being used be- 
neath the tile roofing for protection from the heavy 
rains that prevail here in the summer season and for 
the purpose of securing greater warmth in winter. 
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“In 1907 the United States sold in this consular dis- 
trict tarred paper for roofing to the value of $3,598, 
and Great Britain followed with goods worth $795. 
For the first ten months of 1908 American trade in 
this line has amounted to $2,811, while that of Great 
britain increased to $1,880. The customs duty on 
tarred felt, tarred paper, malthoid, and other similar 
roofing and sheeting material is 2.10 yen per 100 kin 
($1.05 per 132.5 pounds). All other qualities come 
under a 20 per cent ad valorem clause. 

“A firm in San Francisco has been pushing its busi- 
ness to some extent, and took the precaution to have 
its advertising matter and covers for samples printed 
both in English and Japanese. This showed good busi- 
ness sense, and unquestionably they have been more 
successful in placing their goods before the orientals 
than others who gave no attention to one of the most 
important features of foreign dealing, that of discuss- 
ing the merits of their manufactured articles in the 
vernacular of the country where they are sold. 

“Two kinds of native roofing are used—tile and nat- 
ural slate, the former predominating. Tile or earthen 
roofing which has been adopted for the most part in 
Japan is quite cheap, the No. 1 quality costing 5 sen 
(2% cents) per square foot; the second quality is sold 
at 3 sen (1% cents), and the third grade at 2 sen (1 
cent). Lately natural slate has become quite popular, 
being sold in strips of about a square foot for 3 or 4 
sen (1% or 2 cents). Fibro-cement roofing has also 
been introduced by English firms, that sell it for 14 
sen (7 cents) per 16 square inches.”

Trade 


HARDWARE. 

The week in the hardware market was rather a 
quiet one, a moderate amount of business being 
transacted. The conditions prevailing are commonly 
ascribed to the doubt caused by the tariff agitation, 
although the hesitancy is not so marked in the Middle 
West and West, where a fair volume of business is 
being done. 
very good trade, but the activity in this line is insuffi- 
cient to stimulate the whole market. As a rule prices 
are being held steady, although in some instances 
there is price-cutting or concessions of some kind. 
There was only a light demand for cut nails and even 
less demand for wire nails. Most of the activity in 
these lines is confined yet to the South and South- 
west, where preparations for spring activity are going 

‘ ahead more or less actively. Trade in barb wire is 
slow and not up to expectations. 

The base price of wire nails-at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than car loads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.90 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.95 for 
full car coads at the mill, $2.05 for less than car loads 
at the mill and $2.35 out of store. 

_In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car load lots, $2.18; re- 
tailers’ car load lots, $2.25; painted barb wire, job- 
bers’ car load lots, $2.28 ; retailers’ car load lots, $2.33, 
with 30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers 
in car lots, $1.98, and to retailers in car load lots, $2.03. 





TIN PLATE. 


The tin plate trade is good. There is no reason for 
selling below the established price and no cutting is 
reported. Makers of enameled ware are having a 
good demand for their goods and this is aiding greatly 
in stimulating the tin plate market. For 1oo-ib. plates 
$3.89 is asked f. 0. b. New York, and $3.70 for the 
same grade at Pittsburg mills, with the independents 
in the latter city quoting $3.65.

burg on Tuesday and discussed the subject of price-. 
It was denied by many of these that there had been th: 
price cutting which had been advertised. It was stated 
that sales of flat sheets had been consistently main- 
tained at $2.50 for black sheets, and $3.55 for gal- 
vanized. It was admitted, however, that there had 
been reductions of from $1 to $2 per ton on corru- 
gated sheets. The manufacturers could not reach an 
agreement on prices and adjourned, each promising to 
maintain the market quotation. The American Shect 
& Tin Plate Co, are operating 46 per cent of their 
sheet mills. It is admitted on all sides that thif com- 
pany is adhering to ruling quotations.

COPPER. 

There was a further decline in the price of copper 
on the New York Metal Exchange.a day or two ago, 
quotations being off 1% cent in the bid and asked price 
all around. This brings copper to a lower level than 
before the fall speculative boom of last year, Even 
with the lower prices, there was very little improve- 
ment in the demand, and only small sales were re- 
ported. This reduction brings the open market price 
¥ cent below the price of the leading agencies, which, 
it is expected, will. shortly follow with a reduction, 
bringing their prices more in conformity with the 
open market. Exports of copper are running extreme- 
ly small, which, combined with the decreased home 
consumption, is causing stocks to accumulate very 
rapidly, and which will reach record-breaking pro- 
portions unless a buying movement starts. 

Sheet copper has not been changed during the week, 
the base price being still 19 cents. Yellow metal is 
quoted at 17 cents for dimensions, 15 cents for sheath- 
ing and sheathing nails, 16 cents for slating nails and 
17 cents for keel and stem metal. .

ALUMINUM. 


Aluminum is firm and the tendency seems to be to a 
stronger position. Considerable sales of aluminum have 
been reported lately for wire purposes. No. 1 ingots for 
remelting are offered at 24 cents per pound in ton lots, 
and No.2 ingots at 23@2s5 cents in car lots for 90 per 
cent pure. Rods and wire are being held at 32 cents 
a pound in ton lots, and sheets at 34 cents a pound in 
ton lots. ° 


PIG IRON. 
The pig iron market is still very quiet, with very 


little new business being placed on the’ books. The 
foundry men are accepting deliveries in a fairly satis- 


' factory way, and the requests to have deliveries de- 


layed are no more prominent than usual at this season. 
As a matter of fact, they are pretty well balanced by 
the requests from other consumers to have deliveries 
hurried forward, showing that some of the foundry 
men are doing a fair amount of business. 

Considerable iron was sold for delivery in the first 
half of the year, and evidently this was sufficient for 
the current needs of buyers, especially in view of the 
quiet fone to business generally. Those who have not 
supplied their needs fully find no difficulty in getting 
all the iron they need, and, if wanted for prompt de- 
livery, are able to get some concession in price for 
small lots of spot iron. 

There is absolutely no interest being taken in iron 
for forward delivery, especially for deliveries during 
the last half of the year, the little inquiry noted being 
piecing out orders to supplement previous buying. The 
railroads are buying very sparingly, their inaction be- 
ing the most serious feature of the present situation. 
For the moment, deliveries are considerably in excess 
of the new business being placed upon the books. Iron 
is accumulating to some extent, but as yét there has 
been no very definite move in the direction of curtail- 
ment, 


Prices are still nominally unchanged, though there 
's no doubt that small spot lots can be secured at fig- 
ures slightly under the official quotations. Possibly a 
large buyer who was ready to operate freely might 
ind it possible to secfre some concession on a good- 
ized lot of iron for deliveries extending over several 
nonths. Most of the furnaces in the Alabama district 
‘re asking $13 ton f. o. b. Birmingham, but occasion- 
lly. a lot of iron is placed at $12.50 ton, thus estab- 
ishing a range on prices. Virginia iron is quiet, but 
ominally unchanged.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly 
report: ’ 

“Sales are quiet but steady specifying on contracts for ship- 
ment continues. In some lines business is reported excellent and 
it is hard to account for the apathy which manifests itself in 
others. 

“Orders for the most part are confined to small lots for 
early shipment, and in this territory the actual sales are less 
than original inquiries when the business is finally done.. 
Among the busiest consumers are the pipe companies and ag- 
ricultural implement manufacturers, who are melting a good 
tonnage. 

“Production of coke is somewhat off, due largely to the 
weather, and shipments last week were slightly increased over 
the week before. Coke figures are very advantageous now 
for buyers. Even the best and highest grade cokes are being 
quoted at bargain prices. 

“In neither pig iron nor coke is there any undue effort on 
the part of the producers to bring about business by sacrific- 
ing values and it is not expected that it will be necessary to 
take any such steps.” 





Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, say in their weekly re- 
port: 

“There has been a little more general inquiry and pur- 
chasing this week, particularly in the West.' Buyers are be- 
ginning to be much more interested in the future and a good 
deal of the demand is for third quarter shipment. This does 
not suit the furnace at all. They are willing enough to sell 
for the second quarter, but the third quarter, July, August 
and September, is too far away for their taste.’ Of course 
there is no denying that business for more than two months 
has been decidedly slack. In fact, it is difficult to remember 
so dull & time. Sellers all agree that January was a month 
of less tonnage than any month in historic times. But there 
is another side to the picture—the silver lining, so to speak, 
and that is shipments have been keeping up on old orders 
right along and general business is certainly getting better. 
The longer the time that consumers refrain from buying the 
more imperative will be the demand when it really comes. 
One of the large agricultural works that bought iron as they 
thought to last through the year told us that their spring 
orders had been so large that they could only have enough 
iron to last through July. And we hear from other sources 
cheering news of the same kind. The railroads are slow and 
they are not helping things along to any alarming extent, but 
they are of necessity bound to do more this year than they 
did last year. 

“In some directions the furnaces are a bit restive under 
the present trying conditions, but as a rule prites under the 
circumstances remain passably firm. There has been no real 
attempt to force iron on an unwilling market, the general 
disposition being to let things take their normal course. But 
naturally the tariff is a disturbing factor and everyone wishes 
that was properly and finally settled so we might know 
‘where we are at.””
